The Amboy News, under its new 
management, in some (we wish we 
could say in all) directions shows evi­ 
dence of improvement. 
In appearance 
its presents a more readable page, and 
its editor shows considera ble enter­ 
prise. 
Misdirected enterprise or en­ 
ergy, however, is sometimes disastrous. 
The News of last Friday devotes a 
la rg e share of its a ttention to Dixon, 
and especia lly to T h e D i xo n T e l e 
g r a p h , time wnich perhapsoould have

of its city than in vilifying its neig h­ 
bors.

The present position of the woman 
suffrage question in the United King 
dom 
may be described as that of i 
deadlock , and the prospect of any change 
in the existing situation cannot In* re 
garded as other than exceedingly re­ 
mote. 
We seem indeed to bo so far from any 
practical solution that it may appear 
foolish ev en to hazard a conjecture as 
to the future prospects of the question. 
There are nev ertheless strange turns 
in the affairs of men, and should popu 
lar sentiment, irritated by tlie ludi­ 
crous anomalies of our franchise, declare 
itself at some no v ery distant date in 
fav or of manhood suffrage it may lx* 
that the partisans of woman suffrage 
would find themselv es in an unexpected 
way the masters of the situation. 
Those who are at ¡» resent div ided 
by tin* details of the measure which 
they hav e at heart would coalesce in Un­ 
common cause and would probably find 
themselv es powerful enough to bar the 
passage of any bill in fav or of manhood 
suffrage except on their own terms. 
Those terms would be, of course, dic­ 
tated by the progressiv e and 
demo­ 
cratic body which calls itself the Fran­ 
chise league. 
We might, in short, sud­ 
denly find ourselv es, whether married 
or single, not only free to exercise the 
parliamentary and local franchises, hut 
also eligible for all electiv e offices and 
consequently free from any legal bar to 
a seat in the house of commons.— Lady 
Dilk e in North American Rev iew*.
